department; Doctor Wolff, surgical; 
Dr. Walter S. Mountain, nose and 
throat; Dr. Harrison P. Harbach. 
pediatric; Dr. J. L. Boyer, x-ray;

Use of the state health depart­ 
ment clinic room at the hospital has 
been granted for the cancer and 
tumor clinic, it was announced, and 
the state nurses will assist in the 
work, with Miss Mildred Eden to be 
on duty at the opening session 
Thursday.

However as rapidly as pos­ 
sible cost of operations of the clinic 
will be borne by sums paid bv p a­ 
tients plus funds from the Division 
of Cancer Control of the Pennsyl­ 
vania D epartm ent of Health and 
funds from the Adams county unit 
of the American Cancer society. 
Ask Consultation Fee 
There will be no difference in the 
treatm ent given to paying and non­ 
paying patients, but patients who 
can afford it will be asked to pay 
a $5 consultation fee, so th a t sums 
given by the local unit of the Ameri­ 
can cancer society and by the state 
m ay be used to defray the cost of 
non-paying patients and help secure 
equipm ent for the clinic. 
The clinic will be run according to 
recom m endations of the American 
College of Surgeons and after the 
clinic is in operation approval by 
the Tum or Clinic committee of the 
Pennsylvania Medical Society and 
of the American College of Surgeons 
will be sought. 
The clinic will include study of 
the case by various specialists and 
will include periodic follow-up ex­ 
am inations. and the like.

American literature, yet it set to 
work any number of modern “real­ 
istic” novels. And I note that there 
are at least four new biographies 
and new publications about Crane, 
now under way. 
Crane 
was 
contemporary 
with 
Richard Harding Davis. Davis was 
popular and his books were “first 
sellers” during his 
lifetime — but 
Crane's books then went begging. 
Few 
read 
Davis today, however. 
Thoreau’s “A Week on the Concord 
and 
Merrimack 
Rivers” sold 
less 
than three hundred copies out of a 
thousand and the author had to take 
the remainder and pay for them 
himself. Today a single copy is a 
prized treasure. Thoreau was never 
popular as Emerson was, but more 
people today read Thoreau 
than 
Emerson. Thoreau’s “Walden” is a 
world classic. 
Stevenson wrote of popularity as 
“that empty and ugly thing” and 
wondered why anyone should “sup­ 
pose it worth gaining.” 
W hat is 
there about popularity that makes 
it so attractive to so many, anyway? 
It is rarely a lasting tiring. Som e-, 
thing else must be there to make 
it live. Like great wealth it can be 
swept away often over night. 
I read few popular books. My time 
is taken up in reading Biose w rit­ 
ten a long time ago that still live, 
and breathe a healthy atmosphere. 
How few are Hie names remembered 
of stage and screen a decade or so 
ago! Character alone survives. 
There are those who pay agents 
large sums to keep their names and 
pictures 
in print. 
What does it 
amount to? The names and pictures 
of the worthy get in print anyway. 
You have to keep feeding popular­ 
ity to keep it alive. Tile unpopular 
feed themselves, though they often 
starve doing it—but later become 
immortal! 
It is better to be an honest fail­ 
ure and be remembered than to be 
a popular idol and die forgotten.

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SUPERIOR COURT 
HAS AUTHORITY 
ON CLUB QUOTAS 


Harrisburg, May 24 <£>)-—The State 
Superior court now has authority to 
settle the long-standing legal puzzle 
of whether clubs are in or out of 
the state’s liquor license quota laws. 
Gov, Jam es H. Duff signed into 
law today two bills granting the 
State Liquor Control board or any 
aggrieved party the right to carry 
up to the Superior court disputed 
issues on liquor licenses. 
Previously, county courts alone 
could 
hear 
appeals from 
Liquor 
board actions, and as a result, in a 
score or more counties, courts have 
upheld the Liquor board's stand th a t 
clubs are in the quota and some 20 
others, courts have held the opposite 
view. 
Add to Courts’ Powers 
The quota law limits one liquor 
license to each 1,000 persons in a 
m unicipality with only hotel licenses 
clearly exempt. 
The appeals laws, backed by dry 
and wet organizations alike, not univ 
allows appeals by the board, but also 
by 
licensees, 
churches, 
hospitals, 
schools or playgrounds located w ith­ 
in 300 ieet of a licensed place. 
Tile authority of county courts also 
was increased by the new laws. They 
can now pass on facts and the ad­ 
m inistrative discretion of the Liquor 
board as well as legal issues involved 
in appeals. 
Appeals can be taken both from 
the granting or refusal ol new li­ 
censes or the refusal to renew or 
transfer licenses. At the same time, 
the Liquor board is barred from re­ 
fusal Ur renew a license on the bast- 
of the propriety of issuing tile li­ 
cense in the first place. 
Other Laws Signed 
O ther new laws signed by Gov­ 
ernor Duff include bills to: 
Appropriate $14,365,600 to state- 
aided hospitals and $576,825 to state- 
aided homes in Hie next two years. 
Require banks resulting from m er­ 
gers 
to report any pay personal 
property taxes in the counties where 
the individual ii »s ti tut ions operated 
before the merger. 
Authorize the State Mthes Secre­ 
tary lo as ign inspectors in the An­ 
thracite region without regard for 
old 
district 
lines and to require 
m onthly reports on coal production 
and hours worked — 
Allow the State Insurance Com­ 
missioner to assess state insurant** 
companies up to $250 000 to help pay 
the expenses of the National Asso­ 
ciation of Insurance Commissioners 
Must tile Ordinances 
Allow third class cities to retire 
firemen on pensions at the age of 55 
years after 25 years of continuous 
.ervice. 
Require filing of copa 
of build­ 
ing ordinances with the county re­ 
corder. 
Authorize second class town hips 
to employ township m anagers in ­ 
crease from $15 to $20 the dues of 
the township association and require 
property within 600 feet, instead of 
500 feet, of a fire hydrant to help 
pay the coast of water systems.

Hitler, who achieved devilish won­ 
ders in organizing German youth, 
both boys and grls, didn’t^ begin with 
them until they were ten years old 
The Hitlerian training comprised 
not only sports and intensive phys- * 
ical culture to make perfect bodies, j 
but indoctrination in Nazism. Tile j 
ideological instruction included mili­ 
tarism and the claim th at the Filch- J 
rer was a messiah. 
Tile result was the creation of a 
host of young people who approach­ 
ed physical perfection and had a 
fanatical attachm ent to the Nazi 


1 chieftain, as I observed when I spent 
week ago aud considerable time in Germany just 
in 
tiu* -alalite before the war. 
The Communists are outdoing Hit- i 
ler by getting hold of the children 
at a much earlier formative age and 
before parents, who may be hostile 
to Communism, have had a chance I 
to instill fixed ideas in young heads, j 
The children are organized in “ac­ 
tivist’’ groups which, as the name 
indicates, are based on activity. Tills 
would seem to partake of the doc­ 
trine of activism, which is th at life 
is action and that hum an duty lies 
in a world of strife.
